BY REVOLUTION: 
THRONE OTTERS 


City Affer City Has Beén At- 
lacked and Captured by 
the Rebel Forces, 


LEADERS OF REVOLUTION 
TO ESTABLISH REPUBLIC 


The Revolutionists Are Bitter 
Against the Manchus, Who 
Have Ruled China for Cen- 
turies — The Revolt Led by 
Chinamen Who Have Been 
Educated Abroad. 


Hankow, 


October 12.—The revolution 
Which has been hanging over China 
for months past, and of which the ris- 
ing in the province of Szo-Chuen was 
only a small part, has begun in earn- 
It is a concerted movement te 
take the empire and declare a republic. 
The noted revolutionists, Dr. 
Sun Yat Son, leader of the anti-Man- 
chu party, if the plans do not mis- 
carry, is to elected president. He 
was the delegate of the revolutionary 
party to the United States tm 1910, and 
is believed during that tour to have 
made arrangements for financing the 
movement. 

Sun Yu, a brother of Dr. Sun Yat 
Son, who is now in Hankow, has been 
elected president of the provincial as- 
sembly, and Tang Hue Lung, the retir- 
ing president of the assembly, and a 
noted scholar, has been elected gov- 
ernor of Hu-Penh. 

Rebels Well Organized. 

The whole assembly has_- seceded 
from: the imperial government. The 
rebels are well organizd and financial- 
lv strong. They have confiscated the 
local treasuries and banks, and are 
issuing their own paper money, re- 
deeming the government notes with 
this, as foreign banks are refusing 
government notes. 

The revolutionists have captured 
Wu-Chang, the native section of Han- 
kow and Han-Yang, all adjoining cities 
in Hu-Peh province, Chang-Sha, cap- 
ital of Hunan, is reported to have 
risen in revolt, and Nanking, capital of 
the province of Kiang-sSu, on the 
verge of a rising, several public build- 
ings have been destroyed. 

Soldiers Join the Rebels, 

Thousands of soldiers have joined 
the mutiny in Hu-Peh. Many Manchus 
have been killed and the terrified peo- 
ple are fleeing from the cities into the 
country, carrying their belongings. 
The prisons have been opened and 
criminals liberated.

GOVERNMENT BADLY SCARED 
BY SPREAD OF REVOLUTION 
12.—The Chinese gov- 
has awakened to the danger 
revolution in Hu-VPeh province. 

Yin Tehang, the minister of 
war, left hurriedly this evening for 
Pao-Ting-Fu, 100 miles to the south 
of Pekin, where the Sixth division of 
the army making hasty prepara- 
tions to leave tomorrow for Hankow. 
An imperial edict issued today ordered 
the immediate dispatch of two divis- 
ions of troops to the disaffected prov- 
inces., About 29,000 of the troops are 
Manchus, It is against the Manchus 
that the revolutionaries have risen. 

At the same time orders have been 
issued for the assemblage of a fleet 
of warships in the Yang-Tse-Kiang to 
unite with the land forces against the 
rebels. According to official report, at 
least 10,000, and 15.000, troops 
have mutinied in province of Hu- 
Feh alone. It is that they cap-

Big Sugar Refiner and Coffee 
Dealer Turns the Light 
on the System, 


GOVERNMENT 1S TAKING 
CANDIES FROM CHILDREN

Ones and Everybody Else,’ 


Arbuckle Says, So That Beet 
Sugar Men May Pile Up Mil- 
lions—Gives Figures Show- 
ing Prices to Consumers. 


New October 12.—Just before 
Sailing for Europe today John Ar- 
buckle, the sugar refiner and coffee 
manufacturer, issued a statement 
strongly attacking the tariff on raw 
sugar, declaring it to be a “wicked 
tax,’ for the benefit of the beet sugar 
interests.

Mr. Arbuckle said: 


“I have not been well, and am going _ 


abroad to rest and recuperate in prep- 
aration for the fight to be made ir 
congress at its next session for free 
sugar, I propoose to devote all my time 
and all my ability and all my strength 
to the abolition of all import duties 
On raw sugar, a most wicked tax on a 
food necessity of all our people. It 
taxes the man who works for a wage 
of a dollar a day as much as it taxes 
an Astor or Mr. Morgan or Mr. Rocke- 
feller. Each eats, or at least, needs, 
the same amount of sugar, and they 
pay, not according to their ability, but 
according to their needs, reversing an 
elemental rule of taxation. 


Just Look at the Figures. 

“Just look at these figures showing 
how the prices of refined sugar to the 
consumer is made up. I disregard the 
abnormal price lately prevailing for 
the raw product and take a normal 
price,

Methodism, Says Address, Has 
Given New Course to Chris- 
tian Religion and It Is Still 
in Its Beginning — Advisory 
Commission Is Established. 


‘Toronto, October 12.—A Methodist 
international advisory commission was 
established by the action of the 
Ecumenical Methodist conference here 
today. With a membership of 100 of 
the present delegates to be appointed 
later it will act during the decennial 
interims between meetings of the con- 
ference. 

While its function will be chiefly ad- 
visory in such church and denomina- 
tional matters as may come within its 
scope, it will also attempt to use the 
influence of the 30,000,000 Methodists 
it represents in forwarding certain 
world movements for peace and justice. 

The conference adopted today an ad- 
dress relative to the present status and 
opportunities of Methodism ang upon 
the suggestion of the business com- 
mittee ordered that it Me sent to every 
one of the 100,000 and-more Methodist 
congregations throughout the world. 

Methodism Yet in Its Beginning. 

“The history of Methodism,” the ad- 
dress sets forth, in part, “is of untold 
importance. Methodism was destined 


to give a new course to the history of} 


Christian religion. It has been used 
to quicken the life of other churches 
and to call forth a new spirit of ag- 
ressive evangelism. Methodism ig yet 
f its beginning. The spirit of the 
twentieth century is even more con- 
genial to it than were the preceding 
two. A growing sense of the leader- 
Ship of Jesus Christ is coming upon 
the world. We are compelled to assert 
the supremacy of Christ in every de- 
partment of human life. Denomina- 
tlondlism is not sectarianism and does 
not involve antagonism to other 
branches of the church.’ For the pres- 
ent, at any rate, there is a place and 
a need for denominationalism. Efforts 
must be made to establish a universal 
Christian civilization.” 

The Church and Young People. 

The work of the church with rela- 
tion to young people was discussed at 
tonight's session. A paper on the “con- 
ditions and needs of young people’s 
societies’’ by Bishop J. F. Berry, of 
Buffalo, who was unable to be present 
was read; Professor D. J. Jordan, of 
Kittrell, N. C., spoke on “special work 
of young people in the church,” and 
the Rev. lL. Hudson, of the Methodist 
church of New Zealand, considered 
“The Church and the Recreations of 
the Young People.”

Dread Disease Has Broken Ou 
in the (align Army, 


Several Deaths Among the 
Troops in Tripoli--- Italy 
Now Has 22,000 on the 
Coast of the Turkish Prov- 
ince. 


Tripoli, October 12.—General Caneva, 
commander-in-chief of the Italian ex- 
pedition, has decided to act quickly, 
and it is believed that the troops under 
him will march immediately against 
the positions occupied by the Turks. A 
reconnaissance of the desert today 
disclosed the central body of the Turk- 


ish troops with field guns not far 
from the city. 

Nineteen more Italian transports, es- 
corted by warships, and Carrying the 
second division of the troops, arrived 
this morning. The men were hastily 
landed. This division is 15,000 
Strong, and there are now 22,000 
Italian soldiers on the coast of Tripoli. 

Troops were landed today also at 
Benghazi, wWerna, Tobruk and: Bomba. 

Aithough the utmost precautions 
have been taken looking to the per- 
fecting of sanitary arrangements, 
cholera has broken out, and it is re- 
ported that four deaths have occurred. 

General Caneva has addressed a 
proclamation to the inhabitants as- 
suring them that they nave not been 
enslaved by Italy. On the other hand, 
they have been liberated from the yoKe 
under which they have been laboring 
for years. They will be ruled by their 
own chiefs under the patronage of the 
king of Italy. Religious and _ civil 
laws will be respected, and taxes wil] 
be reduced or abolished. 

The proclamation concludes by an- 
nouncing that Italy desires that Tri- 
poli shall remain the land of Islam, 
under the protection of Italy. 

Turkey Issues Contraband List. 

Constantinople, October 12.—The 
government has issued a list of con- 
traband articles. In addition to those 
already known, the list includes ce- 
reals, although flour igs not mention- 
ed, and all kinds of preserved food- 
Stuffs, bank notes. checks, bills of ex- 
change and paper money. The gov- 
ernment also has declared its inten- 
tion to conform to the declaration of 
London, although Turkey is not a par- 
ty thereto. 

Reports from Yomen Say that Imam 
Yahya has proclaimed a holy war. 

No Armistice Arranged, 

Rome, October 12.—That an armis- 
tice has been arranged between Italy 
and Turkey, as reported from Berlin, 
is strenuously denied by the Italian 
government. 

A dispatch from Tripoli to The 
Giornale D’Italia says that the Turk- 
ish government, being unable to com- 
municate with Munhir Pasha, com- 
mandér of the former Turkish garri- 
son at Tripoli, has telegraphed to the 
Turkish consuls at Tunis and Malta to 
instruct him to resist as long as pos- 
sible. 

Consular reports have reached the 
Italian government stating that thirty 
Italian laborers employed on the 
Hedjaz railroad pn the boundary line 
between Egypt and Syria, were mas- 
sacred at Kerak, Syria, early in Oc- 
tober.

By Federal Court

Toledo, Ohio, October 12.—In the

The decree, in effect, orders the 
General Electric Company to conduct 
all its business under its own name, 
and the dissolution of the National 
Electric Lamp Company and about 35 
subsidiary corporations. 

The petition was dismissed as to the 
Kentucky Electrical Oompany. The 
contention of the government was that 
the General Electric Company and its 
subsidiary corporations .had entered 
into an unlawful combination in re- 
Straint of trade. Wade H. Ellis, at- 
torney general of Ohio, conducted the 
caSe for the government. 

Great Victory, Says Wickersham. 

Washington, October 12.—By the 
sweeping decree entered in the United 
States circuit court at Toledo today, 
the backbone of the so-called elec- 
trical trust was broken, and in the 
judgment of Attorney General Wick- 


ersham, the government was equipped 
with precedents of genuine value in 
its prosecutions of commerical com- 
ee forbidden by the Sherman 
aw. 

Meeting the government's charges 
that the trust controlled the electric 
lamp business of the country reculat- 
ing by agreement the prices at which 
all lamps were sold, the decree severs 
al] relationship between the Genera! 
Electric Company and the National 
Electric Lamp Company. The latter 
concern and all its subsidiaries are 
ordered dissolved. 

The contracts and combinations en- 
tered into by the defendants, the at- 
torney géneral pointed out today, are 
declared unlawful, and the companies 
are enjoined from entering into any 
agreements to control the prices of 
incandescent lamps. 

The important principle was laid 
down, according to the attorney gen- 
eral, that once a lamp is sold by a 
manufacturer, the price at which it is 
resold by a dealer or jobber must be 
open to free competition. 

The decree was acquiesced in by the 
defendant companies, and this Bives 
the government the moral certainty 
that there will be no appeal. ; 

There are similar decrees against 
Other combinations the government is 
prosecuting which are likely to fol- 
low shortly, with the acquiescence of 
the defendants’ concerns. A decree in 
the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
Ciation case, against which the Fov- 
ernment some time ago entered guit is 
now ready for filing, the attorney 
general announced, and the case will 
be disposed of as soon ag a judge in 
Alabama can be secured to enter the 
decree.

With the passing of the dedication of the Peace Monument of 
the Gate City Guard and of the pageants and ceremonials that mark 
an incident unique in American history, it is appropriate that credit 
be given the Atlantan most instrumental in the inception of the chap- 
ter and in bringing it to a successful conclusion.

The reasoning has vindicated itself amply in Fulton, in in- 
creased enrollment, a more steady attendance and the improve- 
ment of the teaching corps. The counties have only certain 
amounts at their disposal for the maintenance of schools, and it is 
better that appropriations be spent on a few plants, well equipped 
from the physical and mental standpoint, than on many schools 
of indifferent standards scattered to the compass points. 

The logic back of the plan is growing rapidly in favor through- 
out the state. It would be cause for gratification if every countv 
in Georgia moved toward a consolidation of its schools and ex- 
pediting access to them by pupils. 

With its limited funds, the state is doing the best it can to 
give a square deal to the generation of school age. The efficiency 
of the system would be materially improved by the introduction 
everywhere of these twin features.

There are 80me twelve or fourteen 
breeds of ducks in the standard. In 
addition to this, there are several good 
breeds not in the standard. Those not 
in the standard are the Mallard, Buff 
Orpington, White Runners, Japanese, 
color greenish yellow; Duclair, color 
red and white, and the Mandarin, or 
fan-winged duck, so-called, owing to 
Shape of wing resembling a lady’s fan 
when opened. The Mandarin, white 
and gray color, and East Indian ducks 
are the bantams of the duck family, 
and are grown especially for their 
small size.

It will be seen by these weights that 
we have geese as large as turkeys and 
as small as ducks. Geese in the south, 
at least, do not seem to be much 
thought of, possibly because there are 
comparatively few Irish or Germans 
here. These people are fond of raising 
geese, and make good money out of 
them in the sale of live geese feathers 
and fat carcasses. Toulouse and Emb- 
den are about the only geese seen at 
shows, and seem to be the most popu- 
lar, 

I now pass on to the great American 
fowl, the bird of the holiday feast-— 
the Bronze turkey. Their age? Well, 
it dates Dack to about 1518, or imme- 
diately after the discovery of America 
by the Europeans, and it seems to be 
a settled fact in history that it is dis- 
tinctively an American bird. In its 
wild state, in some parts, it. still 
ranges. Its plumage, as in the case of 
the Honduras turkey, growing more 
lustrous and magnificent as the family 
extends southward. 

There are seven breeds of turkeys 
recognized by the standard—Bronze 
Buff, Narragansett, slate, white and 
black; show scale of points: Svmme- 
try 8, weight 15, condition 6, head 5, 
throat wattle 5, neck, shape 3, color 
8—6; back, shape 5. color 5~—10: breast, 
Shape 5, color 5—10; body and fluff, 
shape 5, color 5—10; wings, shape 4, 
eolor 6—10:; tail, shape 4, color §6—19:

from neck to tail, a broad, full breast, 
a long body, deepest at the center: 
large and powerful wings, well devel- 
oped tail, . long, stout thighs and 
shanks. The head and wattles should 
be rich red in color, the neck a bril- 
liant bronze, the back like burnished 
gold, each feather banded with black 
across the end, the breast dark bronze, 
the body black, shaded with bronze, 
the primary feathers of the wings 
black. or brown, approaching black, 
barred with white or gray; the second- 
ary feathers similar to primaries, with 
the changing to a dull bronze 
towards the center of the back, the 
wing bows black and showing bronz- 
or green refiection in the sun; the 
Wing colors bronze, each feather ter- 
minating with a broad band of black, 
the tail black, barred with light brown, 
terminating with a broad band of 
black edged with grav: tail covers 
similar to main tail feathers, except 
the black band shows more of the 
bronze hue, and the shanks in young 
birds nearly black, but growing light- 
er with age, and in old birds almost 
fiesh-colored. The hen resembles the 
cock or gobbler in plumage through- 
out, but the luster is less brilliant, the 
colors are not so well defined and the 
feathers generally are edged with 
gray. Where I use the word gray in 
describing color some pecple, in fact, 
the standard call it white. I may be 
color-blind, but it looks more gray 
than white to me.

MADE IN ATLANTA 


Movement Under Way to Rem. 
edy This Condition, 


Ccmmittee From Chamber of 
Commerce and the Police 
Board Hard at Work, and 
Council May Be Called Upon 
to Give Assistance. 


Fewer arrests and fewer arraign- 
ments in the recorder’s court—to this 
end a committee from the chamber of 
commerce and the police board are now 
working and the city council is soon 
to be called upon to lend a hand.
